Tn  the  T>1oi onfield  Citizen. 

We  all  know  that  the  Sabbath  is  the 
divinely  appointed  day  of  rest  for  man 
s.unl  beast.  Tile  very  word  “Sabbath" 
means  rest.  As  it  seems  to  me,  tip*  work 
of  publishing  and  distributing  a  news¬ 
paper  is  wholly  u n neeetfso ry  and  there¬ 
fore  a  direct  violation  of  the  fourth  com¬ 
mandment  which  linbids  labor  on  that 
day.  An  abundance  of  matter  is,  or  can 
be,  written,  printed,  sold  and  bought  on 
any  other  *  lay  of  the  week  ami  kept  iti 
reserve  ibr  Sunday  reading-matter  suited 
“by  its  variety  to  rest  the  mind,  by  its 
elevated  moral  tone  to  improve  the  char¬ 
acter,  and  furnish  rational  employment 
to  take  the  place  of  gossip,  li*ttei*-vyritingr 
walking  or  riding.” 

But  on**  saddening  view  of  the  Suudav 
ni-W'papcr  which  comes  immediately  uu 
dcr  my  own  observation  is  that  of  the 
employment  of  boys  in  th^ir  distribution. 

1*  have  one  of  these  little  paper  carriers 
in  my  Sunday-school  class,  at  least,  1 
have  him  about  one-half  the  time.  Last 
Sunday  when  1  pressed  him  to  give  me 
the  Reason  for  his  absence  on  the  pre¬ 
vious  Sum  lay  he  said  “When  I  get  home 
alter  I  have  served  my  papers  I  am  so 
tired  I  must  go  to  sloop  and  then  I  can’t 
wake  up  in  time  to  conic  to  Sunday 
School.” 

Is  it  not  a  shame  that  these  children 
are  robU-d  of  the  sabbath  of  rest  and 
of  the  instruction  and  holy  influence  they 
might  get  in  the  Sunday-school?  How 
will  they  Ik*  likely  to  regard  the  day 
when  they  are  grown,  and  what  likliluxwl 
*s  there  that  they  will  grow  up  with  any 
sort  of  a  sound  religious  character  ?  It 
seems  strange  that  parents,  for  the  little 
money  their  children  earn  on  the  Sunday 
morning,  can  lie  willing  to  imperil  their 
highest  interests.  There  is  a  law  pro 
hibiting  the  employment  of  children  in 
jttacc*  of  business  through  the  week, 
cannot  the  same  law  lie  enforced  on  Sun¬ 
day  ?  1  f  papers  arc  distributed  on  Sun¬ 

day  let  it  l>e  done  by  grown  up  men  who 
are  responsible  Ibr  their  own  actions.
